The circular says In substance: "We 
desire Mexico for the Mexicans, and 
warn all foreigners th at if they do 
not leave the country by the 16th of 
Septem ber they will be ‘driven Into 
the sea.’ ** 
Continuing, the circular says: 
‘ The 
principal Industries and business of 
the republic are in the hands or for­ 
eigners, principally Americans 
The 
railroads, although thoy apparently be­ 
long to the nation, ara the exclusive 
property of Americans. 
The Ameri­ 
cans direct them. The mining industry 
is largely controlled by the foreign el­ 
ement, and our nation, heretofore In­ 
dependent is being made the servant! 
of foreign capital. 
“We are on the border of an abyss, 
and a great catastrophe menaces us 
unless we force all foreigners out of 
the country and give our people a 
chance." 
The Mexican governm ent does not 
fear any serious trouble, notw ithstand­ 
ing the posting of these circulars, and 
will be fully able to cope with any con­ 
tingency which may arise.

T he governm ent crop reports are i supposed to be scientific but 
they indicate either gross incom petence or a purpose to play into> 
be 
hands of the speculators. 
T h e corn-crop report for l . 8t m o n t h i n d i . 
cates an improvement, in the condition over the crop of 1906 when. in 
fact there was eight times as m uch decrease in condition as their 
aggregate figures indicate as an increase. 
They report the condition 
of°corn in South Carolina as im proved 12 per cent and in Mississippi 
improved 18 per cent or an aggregate of 15 per cent im proved in these 
two states. 
Against 
this th ey report a decline of 9 per cent for 
Missouri and IO per cent for K ansas or an average of 9.5 per cent and 
a* the first two states show a percentage l l per cent greater than the 
last two these governm ent officials report th e corn crop im proved. 
But as the first two are not corn growing states while the latter are 
among th e g ie a t corn producing states the report is evidently erroneous. 
T h e only scientific method would ne to lose the percentages on bushels 
and such a report, taking the governm ent figures as the “base would 
show a considerable decrease in the condition as com pared with last 
year 
In big headlines the newspapers sho.w a big im provem ent in the 
corn crop and farmers and the com m on dealers are deceived while the 
big speculators, understanding the deception, take advantage of it. 
Last year the corn crop was short in the south and fine in the north, 
while this year the conditions are reversed and these facts m ake the 
government figures more deceptive.

Rio de Janeiro, July 21.—The third 
Panam*rlciu) congress, scheduled to 
beg'n July 23 and continue six weeks, 
will doubtless prove of vast impor­ 
tance to all nations of the Western 
hemisphere. 
« 
*The first conference, which was con- 
' 
in the mind of the late fc^cre- 
<?tate Blaine, was held it Wash- 
i October, 1889. 
Many impor- 
Bsures were discussed. 
The 
u of American republic?* was ea- 
Ihed and Is doing useful work, 
advance was made toward g^n- 
! eral reciprocity though the project has 
even wet failed to reach fruition. 
A 
moD'-^iry commission was had with 
tensible benefit to the currency rela­ 
tions of the American republics. 
The 
metric 
system moved ahead another 
step, being authorized in the customs 
service of the United States and other 
countries. 
These were 
all 
valuable 
achievements, but there was more to 
be done and the conference recom­ 
mended that the world be carried for­ 
ward by another congress. 
This second conference was held In 
the City of Mexico In 1901-02. 
While 
many of its recom mendations have not 
yet been generally carried Into effect, 
this second gathering also was pro­ 
ductive of good. 
What was accom­ 
plished was this: 
The approval of 
Guatemala, Salvador and Honduras of 
all 
the 
twenty-three 
instrum ents 
signed at The Hague, the approval of 
the United States of the convention 
for the exchange of publications; the 
treaty on pecuniary 
claims and the 
acheme for the reorganization of the 
bureau of American republica, the ap­ 
proval by several of the South and 
Central American nations of some of 
the most important of the treaties pro­ 
posed by the second conference; sub­ 
sequent congresses which adopted reg­ 
ulations for the improvement of cutf 
toms relations; sanitation of Ameri­ 
can port cities and the regulation of 
the coffee growing Industry. 
But this 
conference also left behind It unfin­ 
ished work, hence the gathering at Rio j 
de Janeiro. 
The City of Mexico con - 1 
ference felt that the ten-year period j 
proposed by the original conference j 
for the holding of such family gather­ 
ings was tool ong, and proposed a 
five-year period.

Judge Childress Issues Order Restrain­ 
ing Cumberland#. 
Nashvile, July 21.—Judge Childress 
of the Second circuit court here grant­ 
ed an injunction 
restraining 
all of 
those who 
claim to be Cumberland 
Presbyterians from interfering in any 
way with the services, property or any 
part of the Presbyterian church, for­ 
merly known as Cumberland Presby­ 
terian. 
The bill was prepared under 
the supervision of the committee on 
pastoral oversight, appointed by the 
last Cumberland Presbyterian assem­ 
bly and Dr. Ira Landitb, moderator. 
That assembly Is named as complain­ 
ant, 'together with heads of Cumber­ 
land Presbyterian boards 
and 
other 
prominent persons. 
The principal defendants are Revs. 
J. L. Hudgins and T. H 
Padgitt of 
Tennessee, moderator and stated clerk 
of the body, which organized at De­ 
catur, HL, after the Cumberland as­ 
sembly adjourned, and which styled 
Itself the true Cumberland Presbyteri­ 
an assembly. 
The restraining order applies to the 
whole of Tennesse. and was granted 
In order, as prayed for by complain­ 
ants, to prevent a multiplicity of law­ 
suits.

Food Would Be Poisoned. 
New Orleans, July 21.—E. J. Math­ 
ers. one of a party of fifty-two Amor 
lean men, women and children who 
left Mexico 
because of anti-forelgn 
threats and passed through New Or­ 
leans, said: 
“One of the m ost alarm ing features 
of the situation Is the fact th a t Mexi­ 
can servants joined in the anti-foreign 
movement, and wives of foreigners are 
in mortal terror of their fam ilies be­ 
ing poisoned by the servants. 
I reluc­ 
tantly left the country, but I simply 
could not resist the pleadings of mem­ 
bers of my family. 
I am now taking 
them to our form er home in Ohio. 
“The anti-forelgn movement Is the 
strongest In the northern and central 
portions of Mexico, where the natives 
have been w rought up to a high pitch 
of excitem ent by agitators and agent* 
of revoltuionary societies. 
Along the 
Rio Grande border the m ovem ent is 
not so strong because the Mexicans 
fear Texans, who know how to shoot 
“The educated class of Mexicans are 
not In sym pathy with the antl-foreign 
movement, but are In a hopeless mi­ 
nority. 
The arm y Is recruited from 
the lower classes, and cannot be re­ 
lied upon. An uprising is scheduled to 
occur in Septem ber. If It starts It will 
be necessary for the United States to 
throw an arm y across the border Id 
order to protect 
American 
citizens. 
The anti-forelgn sentim ent has grown 
to such an extent I don’t believe the 
Mexican governm ent can cope with It 
successfully.” 
Other m em bers of the party Include 
men with fam ilies bound for K e n t u c k y , 
T ennessee and states further east. In 
all there are seven men, seven women 
and thirty-eight children.
